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2. In Bielsko alone there are tvo corrective camps in addition to 
the state prison called the white House. About six hundred former 
members of the German Armed Forces and civilian employees of 
German authorities, ail of them Polish, Ukrainian, or Soviet 
citizens, are detained in these camps. About six thousand convicts, 
including Poles, Soviets, Latvians, Sstonians, and Lithuaniams, 
are jafiled in the ivhite House . Pero are about six hundred Sovict 
convicts. Forty-seven oxemembers of the army of Polish General 
Anders are also jailed there. 
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
